One the best dairymen Florida E.-P. Fripp, Miami, 
Florida.

These cows were shipped his farm, 
known Happy Farms Dairy, near 
Miami. One carload grades and 
Guernsey bull were purchased the 
same section 1921. Encouraged 
the increasing demand for the splendid 
Guernsey milk produced Happy 
Farms Dairy, Mr. Fripp made another 
trip Virginia September 1922 and 
purchased twenty-eight grade Guernsey 
cows and heifers. These cows were ship-

WHY DAD SHOULD HAVE PURE BREDS AND WHY 
SHOULD HAVE GUERNSEYS. 


Whether not Dad should have pure breds longer 
question for debate. result the experience our 
pioneer live stock breeders they have proven that pure 
bred stock essential the advancement the 
agricultural world. the effort these pioneer 
stock men that the way has been very tediously paved 
our present condition existence the farm. 

Therefore only fitting and proper that we, the young 
live stock breeders the future, should step forward and 
carry the live stock industry victory. The only way 
can bring about this accomplishment not only continue 
the pure bred sire campaigns but filter out the pedigreed 
scrubs which occasionally exist some our popular 
breeding herds that are already established. 

near can picture the pure bred business, 
big radiant rainbow. the old fable goes, start search- 
ing for the pot gold but life overtakes before reach 
the end the rainbow. the pure bred live stock 
business, always looking for better sire head your herd 
and better matrons mate him. Although one should 
not dissatisfied, where would today the vet- 
eran breeders would not have taken this attitude. 
great herd was ever established without the owner antici- 
pating the attainment certain goals during the history 
his herd. 

Almost constantly are reading reports from reliable 
experiment stations, stating the most recent tests com- 
paring the growing and producing ability between pure 
breds and scrubs. And always find that pure breds 
sufficiently illustrate the slogan maximum amount 
gain the minimum amount feed.” 

Coming down through history find that the farmer 
has always been somewhat dependent upon the dairy cow. 
First, source milk products for human consumption 
and then gradually the dairy industry developed until the 
dairyman today works day and night toward uniformity 
type, better temperament individuals; general 
closer conformation each individual the score card, 
testing his most promising cows, striving discover 
perfect ration for the dairy cow and abolish such dreaded 
diseases abortion and tuberculosis. 

Thus with the numerous advantages pure bred cattle 
being placed before constantly, then should not dad have 
pure breds? Decidedly so! this time dad and 
have been the Duroc hog business and have reached 
the conclusion that milk has equal hog 
ience veteran breeders has proven that milk has sub- 
stitute, regardless all our present day feeds. Thus 
feel for this reason that one cannot afford without 
milk when raising hogs successfully. 
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Furthermore, the club work our county very strongly 
organized all respects only one, and that the dairy calf 
clubs, which are greatly lacking. That club work 
beneficial county generally agreed and anyone 
doubts this should have the opportunity attend 
Club Week satisfied that they would readily 
convinced. Thus, what would more ideal than 
good Guernsey calf club Darke County? 

Last winter while taking the winter course the Ohio 
State University, the Dairy Cattle Class, taught 
Professor Conklin, had occasion study each breed 
dairy cattle both from standpoint blood lines and in- 
dividual merits. this time for sufficient reasons be- 
came interested Guernseys. The first thing that at- 
tracted the Guernsey milk producer. For ex- 
ample, well known Ohio herd now cow that produced 
over 17000 pounds milk the age four years one 
year record. Also the famous cow, Murne Cowan 19597, 
produced over twenty-four thousand pounds milk 
year the age eight years and was closely followed 
production nine other Guernseys. 

Next, producer butter fat the Guernsey very 
high rank. Guernsey milk higher natural color than 
that any other breed. The fat globules are comparatively 
large and have deeper yellow color than even the Jersey. 
Guernsey butter fat does not need artificially colored 
its natural color meets the market demands. 


the Pan-American breed competition the Guernseys 
secured first honors, the average per cent. fat milk 
being nearly five. The Guernsey butter scored average 
about ninety-six and half total points while color that 
the Guernseys secured average grade about four- 
teen and fraction out possible fifteen points, the best 
record any the dairy breeds. 

Also Murne Cowan 19597 and other Guernsey cows 
recent years have made remarkable records butter fat. 
This breed also valuable source cheese. Some the 
other dairy breeds have tendency decrease size. 
the other hand the Guernseys are gradually increasing 
size. For attractive looking cow the Guernsey cannot 
surpassed. The temperament the Guernsey superior 
most other breeds; naturally quiet and easily handled. 

beef producer the Guernsey ranks high any other 
dairy breed and quality the beef and veal the Guern- 
sey ranks very high. prolificacy and fecundity the 
cows and the prepotency the Guernsey bulls they rank 
higher than many the dairy breeds. From early history 
this breed has received much protection and every possible 
effort has been made toward its improvement. Today 
this breed still being promoted the Advanced Regis- 
ter THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY Therefore 
conclusion feel justified saying that dad should 
have pure bred Guernseys.

HOW MANY MILKINGS DAILY? 
Study From The Advanced Register Division 


recent middle western Guernsey breeders’ meeting, 
the question was asked representative the CLUB: 
per cent. all the records made Guernsey 
cows are made four milkings The answers were 
many, and varied from four per cent. fifty-five per cent. 
The Advanced Register Division THE AMERICAN 
GUERNSEY CATTLE CLUB has made study 1620 
records Guernsey cows, made all ages, for the purpose 
determining with some degree accuracy, just how many 
actual months and fractions months these cows were milked 
once, twice, three times, and four times 
very few cows are milked four times daily during the entire 
year, not possible state that certain number 
records were made certain number milkings daily, but 
rather that during given percentage the time the record, 
the cow was milked given number times daily. 

average was made the first 420 records com- 
pleted, together with the first hundred records each thou- 
sand, and including 12,100. This resulted total 
1620 records, scattered over the entire time that breeders 
have been testing, that fair estimate may made. 

find the percentages records made one, two, three 
and four milkings daily, the total number months represent- 
the records was found, and the number months 
each milking group divided the total months test work. 
will seen, therefore, that this study takes account 
days dry days lacking, but study the actual time 
during which the cows were milked while test. 

review the accompanying table shows that nearly 
half the time during which records were made, the cows 
were being milked twice daily, and that the most popular 
method milking three times daily. Only 1.72 per cent. 
the time was elevated milking four times daily. These 


figures certainly indicate that the breed has made its great 
progress with the minimum forcing. 

noticeable increase the popularity the thrice daily 
milking beginning with Advanced Register 3000.

Kilgore, Jr., Raleigh, 
North Carolina, showed good judgement buying two the 
tops, Pretty Dairymaid Elmendorf 77362, $355, and 
Rose King’s Bride Hilltop 65261, for $320. also bought 
outstanding two,year old bull, son the noted show bull, 
Lord Mar Elmendorf 32447, for $225.

COLOR COWS’ MILK 
Comparison Milk Color Breeds

following observations were undertaken with view 

ascertaining general way the relative degree 
color the milk the Guernsey, Jersey and Holstein breeds 
dairy cattle, and further, secure information the com- 
parative variation the color content the milk the in- 
dividuals within each breed. 

Inasmuch age, period lactation and the foods fed 
were not recorded this preliminary survey, the results 
obtained have but limited application. They, however, 
form basis for more detailed and extensive investigation 
the subject, determine whether any definite relationship 
exists between any these items and the amount color 
produced milk. 

The samples were taken during the latter part February 
and the first part March, 1922. While the different feeds 
fed were not recorded, the majority the samples were from 
cows Advanced Register test, that large extent the 
different herd rations would somewhat similar com- 
position and contain the usual concentrates. The roughage 
all cases consisted silage and alfalfa hay. 

Palmer and Eckles have shown that the principal yellow 
pigment coloring matter milk and butter fat carotin. 
They have further demonstrated experiment, that 
impossible for cows continue indefinitely secrete this 
pigment their milk unless they receive supply 
through the feeds they consume. These same workers have 
shown that when cows produce milk having yellow color 
non-pigment ration the yellow color the milk due 
the pigment stored the body fat the animal which 
drawn upon for milk production. Further results also indi- 
cate that the relative ability store body fats rich 
carotin, and produce milk having large quantity yellow 
pigment is, certain extent, breed and individual charac- 
teristic.

butter fat does not always run parallel the degree 


yellow pigment, yet general, milks with the most yellow 
pigment are those richest fat soluble vitamine. this 
theory definitely proven, there will added incentive 
produce milk high color.

colormeter, devised Dr. Wood the Chemistry 
Department Johns-Hopkins University, was used meas- 
uring the degree yellow color the milk samples. 
this instrument the sliding color arrangement ranges from 
clear glass deep yellow. Each sample milk was placed 
position and the slide moved until the color the milk 
and that the slide matched. The source light was 
electric bulb. order get the best light, the tests were 
read either night dark room. glass slide ranging 
from transparent opaque was also used regulate the 
light comparing the variation the opaqueness the 
various samples milk. 

samples milk were taken from farm herds; the 
Guernsey samples from Burnside Farm, Eccleston, Mary- 
land, and the Maryland Agricultural Experiment Station. 
The Jersey samples from the Government Experiment 
Station Beltsville, Maryland, and the Holstein samples 
from the Government Station Beltsville and from the 

each breed the samples taken were from cows ranging 
from two five years age. Their period lactation 
varied from the first twelfth month. There were about 
the same number cows each class each breed, although 
exact age and period lactation data was not recorded. 

Samples milk from each milking the day were taken, 
tested for butter fat, the color readings observed and the 
average for the day obtained from the results. The color 
slide was graduated units and tenths. obtaining the 
results the averages were recorded the nearest half point, 
where only one day’s reading was taken, which for the entire 
number certain extent limited the possibility error 
reading.

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age exceeding 2.5 points while the Jerseys exceed the aver- 
age only 1.5 points.

dairymen this country are well enough informed 

through their breed associations, their testing associations 
and their state extension departments that they understand 
the type cow that the profitable producer. The univer- 
sal use the Babcock test and the scales have made many 
points clear them and they have not been too short sighted 
take advantage them. However, the average farmer 
that needs the attention now. very small percentage 
the cows the American farms are paying dividend 
the investment, and still fewer them are paying for their 
keep. small per cent. the cows the United States 
are pure bred, but far the greater per cent. them are 
grades cross-breds. estimated that there are more 
than 22,000,000 cows this country, and this number 
likely that about thirty-three per cent. them could 
made pay with good feeding and care. the situation 
now is, there are about thirty-four per cent. the cows that 
are paying profit under the present system management 
and with the average type. 

Much this unproductivity could over come care- 
ful selection and more better feeding and care. How- 
ever, useless think that all cattle can made 
highly productive through feeding and care, for this not 
true, due the type animal. The dairy cow highly 
specialized machine whose purpose manufacture feeds 
into milk and butter fat. There are certain types cows 
that will this more effectively than others. The charac- 
teristics that are found these animals are more less con- 
stant. The farmer well the dairyman should learn these 
characteristics and then try select his cows accordingly. 
Not all these characteristics are found the same ex- 


tent all animals nor yet the same degree, but they are 
all present greater lesser degree. has been the 
common practice for most farmers attempt the use 
dual-purpose cow one that would give pretty good flow 
milk and drop calf that would make fair steer. With 
other farmers they have realized practically nothing from 
their calves. There fair market for few bull calves 
they are from good registered cows, and there always 
very good market for good heifer calves. 


earlier day the keeping cows was different propo- 
sition than now. Feeds were very reasonable price 
and much more easily obtained than the present time. 
Feeds have, for some little time now, been high price 
that cows that were not good workers and the right con- 
formation and type, made such sorry showing when the 
accounts were looked over that many small owners were 
very much discouraged. The labor that connected with 
the milking and caring for cows considerable 
total almost month during the entire year.

LIVESTOCK EXPRESS RATES

feed and insufficient amounts. They may also receive 
wrong combination feeds. They may also receive very 
little care and may also housed barn that allows them 
suffer with the cold exposed the weather and 
storms. 

The most important characteristic that the farmer wants 
from his cow production, which the eating feeds and 
the making milk. The ability which she has convert- 
ing feeds into dairy products will depend upon her general 
conformation and type very much, which determined 
largely those characteristics that indicate constitution, 
those that indicate capacity, those that indicate blood 
circulation, those that indicate the proper nervous tempera- 
ment, and those that indicate ability. All these are more 
less constant, and the regularity with which these charac- 
teristics are transmitted their offspring the second con- 
sideration the farmer when selects his herd sire. This 
known reproduction. All these can readily recog- 
nized experienced cattle man. They are more less 
constant and occur with greater less degree each 
and every animal the specie. None them can safely 
overlooked one expect good production from his cows. 

selecting animal careful inspection should always 
made orderly fashion that none these points 
are apt overlooked. definite system always 
followed making this examination, less errors will likely 
made. The animal should viewed from both sides and 
from both the front and rear. The animal can very well 
observed while walking toward the one who inspecting 
it. The udder should handled, and the cow milk 
she should milked determine that the udder not 
diseased damaged. study from little distance 
usually very good way which start the examination 
and then further examination necessary, step quietly 
the animal’s head and begin examination close range. 
not lose sight the fact that the first impressions are 
usually the best. There are some other qualifications that 
cow may have and which most people like very much, 
but which are not absolutely necessary, and they are beauty 
form and appearance. 


The cow, all the farm animals, without doubt the 
hardest worked. She must consume large quantities feed 
which must converted into milk, and addition this 
she must carry calf for several months and produce the 
nourishment for until born, and all through the period 
that developing. addition all these the cow must 
take care her own body. The good value the product 
good cow amounts several times much any other 
animal like size that know of. Many cows continue 
produce under such conditions for many years, often 
many ten fifteen. This means that the cow must 
have very hardy constitution and plenty vitality. 

There are many factors that enter into the determination 
the constitution and vitality the cow, such the 
amount and manner the feeding; the feeding the proper 
feeds and proper combinations feeds; the stabling under 
sanitary surroundings, and stable that comfortable: 
the admission plenty light and fresh air into the stable. 
The size the cow not always indication her con- 
stitution and vitality. should not considered so, and 
known not men who have had considerable ex- 
perience with cows. 


Some the characteristics that indicate constitution 
are large, open nostrils, not too stiff, and large windpipe 
indicated the under side the neck; deep chest 
cavity well thickness through the chest and large 
middle. The strength the jaws will also indicate some- 
what her constitution. She must able breathe great 
volumes air, and this can only possible she has large, 
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open nostrils and large windpipe, along with plenty lung 
capacity. This gives plenty room for the heart and lungs. 
The chest need not wide proportion that other 
animals, for the extreme depth allows for the capacity for 
the heart and lungs. 


The appearance the eyes and horns also are indicative 
constitution, but not the same extent the charac- 
teristics that have already named. However, animal 
that has bright, clear eye that large and full very likely 
strong, healthy animal, while one that has sleepy 
looking appearance and has eyes that are dull, small size 
and poorly placed, often very weak constitution. Ani- 
mals with horns that are large and strong the base and 
taper the points are usually stronger than the animal 
whose horns are about the same size throughout and that 
are small the base. 


this mean the animal’s ability consume large 
quantities feed, and the ability digest and convert 
into material that will nourish the body and produce milk. 
plain that even though animal might have the other 
characteristics that would make her good cow, she would 
very little value unless she had the ability consume 
sufficient feed carry the necessary digestive functions. 
This determined largely the shape and size the jaw, 
which should strong and muscular, with flexible, well 
defined lips. The ribs should well arched that the 
abdomen would furnish plenty room for the abdominal 
organs. The abdomen should large and roomy, and 
should wide and deep. The skin will usually indicate 
the digestibility that the cow has. Animals with loose, 
pliable skin usually have good digestive organs and have 
very little trouble digesting large amounts feed, while 
those that have harsh, tight, coarse feeling skin are just 
the opposite. The cow that heavy producer has ribs 
that are usually spread considerably, and possible 
place the width from two three fingers between the ribs. 


Animals that not have these characteristics marked 
degree will often off feed they are forced for any reason. 
Many experienced feeders have had this same trouble with 
many their cows when they have had them full feed. 
Cows ordinarily have but very little time during the entire 
year that they are not giving milk, and addition this 
they are dry feed for much the year, both these 
being more less handicap. 


The cow that heavy producer will found have 
body that long from the shoulder the hip bones, and 
broad, well-sprung, flat ribs and deep body, all which 
enable large quantities food assimilated. 

The handling qualities the skin are doubt one the 
surest indications the cow’s ability consume and digest 
large quantities fed. The animal whose skin becomes 
tight the body, whose hair stands end, and whose eye 
appears sunken and sleepy appearance the height 
its feeding ability. These are the first indications that 
animal going off feed, and the experienced feeder will 
notice it. This much more important than the fact that 
she refuses some her feed. 


There considerable advantage having cows that are 
good feeders tather than those that are dainty light feed- 
ers, for the reason that they will consume greater amounts 
roughage than will the cows who are dainty eaters, and 
this usually the cheaper feed. The cow whose ability 
limited taxes the ability the feeder, for great care not 
taken the animal will sicken and off feed often.

Tue ABILITY 


This one the very important characteristics the 
dairy cow. This one point that must not overlooked, 
for this cannot overcome any extent the agency 
man. not mean when refer this nervous 
temperament that the animal nervous and fretty and 
excitable, but the other hand mean that she always 
ready for her meals and that she always chewing her cud 
when she not eating grazing. this about cows that 
enables them continue producing large quantities milk 
year after year, and also reproduce their kind. Animals 
that have good dairy temperament will produce creditably 
under most any condition, while animals that lack this 
temperament will vary their milk flow according every 
small change that may take place about them. Such ani- 
mals are very hard handle, the presence strangers 
and the like will often greatly influence the milk production. 

good cow should not lazy. This belongs more par- 
ticularly the beef breeds. They move about slowly and 
not seem eager for their feed, while the milk cow 
that has the proper temperament always eager and ready 
for her feed. Some cows have more less this sluggish 
disposition and are always the last their feed, well 
the last leave the field the feed lot. Such cows are 
usually good and fat, but they use the feed that they eat 
produce fat and not use make milk. Their milk 
record would wise compare the cow, which 
rule thin flesh. The cow that fat after she has been 
milk for some time often has sleepy expression and does 
not have the bright eye and the good expression that the 
heavy producer has. 

The cow that producing and that using large quan- 
tities her feed produce milk will not have any surplus 
fat between the ribs along the backbone. The spaces 
between the backbone and the ribs are loose and the tips 
the fingers can inserted between them, while the cow that 


poor producer has these spaces filled with fat, and very 
tight. 


The amount blood that circulates through the udder 
the cow usually indication her ability producer. 
This shown the size and length the mammary veins, 
which are the large veins that are located the under side 
the abdomen, and the size the milk 
this blood circulation that must carry the nutrients that 
are taken into the body food every part the body 
where the tissues are nourished. These veins are two 
number, one either side the abdomen, just little out 
from the center line. These veins pass into the abdomen 
through small holes into the abdominal wall. The size 
these holes indicate the size the veins when they are filled 
capacity. These wells will vary number from one 
two five six. The more wells that are present, the 
higher producer the animal will with the proper care and 
feed. These veins not carry milk many people er- 
roneously suppose, but carry blood. 

There marked contrast between the dairy cow and the 
beef animal, for the beef animal the blood largely flows 
toward the top the body, where the greatest growth 
wanted, while cows that are intended for milk, the flow 
blood through the udder and toward the underline 


the body. All heavy producers have the heavy system 
veins. 


ABILITY THE Cow MILK 


This determined largely the shape and texture 
the udder well the shape and condition the sur- 
rounding structures. Cows with thick, heavy thighs are 
very rarely good producers, while cows with thin, light 
thighs are usually good milkers. The same may said 
the rump, which heavy producers long and sloping, 
while the poor producer steep and short. 

The type udder which indicates large production the 
one that placed well forward the abdomen, that 
there considerable surface attached the abdomen. 
not long and slender, for such udders not have enough 
space attachment. The udder that solid and firm not 
highly productive one; the udder that has very pliable 
and elastic skin and which loose when milked out the 
one that good producer. The quarters should more 
less uniform and the teats should well placed. 


CHARACTERISTICS 


Not all these have direct bearing upon the ability 
the cow produce, but they are more less desired 
that. the desire most every one have good look- 
ing animals they are turn good producers. This fact 
should always kept mind, for very desirable 
feature, prime importance the show ring, and adds 
the pleasure and attractiveness the individual. 

Size should receive much attention any these 
causes that are considering. This should emphasized 
when does not interfere with quality.
